Incident Summary:  On March 26, 2021, at 9:38pm, Patrol Officers were dispatched to 35 W Spring St on 
a stabbing incident.  Upon arrival, they located the victim, Mr. Charles Strodes, who was suffering from 
an apparent stab wound.  The victim was transported to Grant Hospital in critical condition by CFD Fire 
personnel.  The victim underwent emergency surgery and remains in critical condition at this time.  
Medical personnel are uncertain as to whether the victim will recover from his injuries.  Patrol officers 
detained a person of interest, whom investigators are attempting to interview.  At this time, all that is 
known, is that the victim was involved in an altercation that resulted in him being stabbed. 
Investigators are still attempting to determine the circumstances surrounding this incident.
